Up s an d Do wns o f Railro ad in g 


Railroad rate-mak ing is so complex that 
ev en the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has 
conced ed 
t h e 
point by permitting 


q u ick ie” proced u res to cu t °u t months of 
paper work . 
Railroad s are now try ing to tak e ad v antage 
of this break by ask ing for u pward read ju st­ 
ments to tak e effect Feb. 1, with the paper 
work d eferred u ntil later. 
Bu t ev en if the read ju stments are au thor­ 
ized , their problem of d eclining rev enu es will 
not be solv ed by higher rates on a wid e 
range of commod ities in railroad traffic. 
The problem is not alone in rates that d o 
not go u p as fast or as far as ov erhead . 
It also is in the tend ency of each attempt 
to recov er more income to d riv e away some 
of the sou rces of income. 
Asid e from bu lk commd ities lik e iron ore 
and coal, which railroad s 
are 
pecu liarly 
ad apted td hand le, there are few items in 
railroad s’ freight lists that cannot be d riv en 
into other forms of transportation by ‘u n­ 
economic” rate read ju stments. 
Railroad ing is competitiv e with tru ck ing, 
riv er and canal shipping and ev en freight- 
fly ing airplanes. In its passenger serv ice, it 
also is competitiv e with priv ately - owned 
au tomobiles. 


This priv ate competition also is beginning 
to mak e itself felt in freight bu siness. Be­ 
sid es the common carriers with which rail­ 
road s mu st compete on an u nsu bsid ized basis, 
more and more priv ate carriers are coming 
into ex istence. These are the tru ck fleets 
owned by priv ate ind u stry , and they become 
casible 
whenev er 
common - carrier rates 
cease to be more ad v antageou s than the cost 
of setting u p a separate d epartment of trans­ 
portation. 
No one can ev er k now what railroad .ng 
might hav e been able to d o had it been re­ 
leased from the restraints placed on it when 
it was a ’ong-d istance transportation monop­ 
oly . The clock of history cannot be tu rned 
back . 
* 
Bu t no one can close his ey es any longer 
to the freq u ency with which passenger trains 
are being tak en ou t of serv ice and with 
which railroad s are seek ing freight-rate re­ 
ad ju stments to compensate for rising costs 
and d eclining v olu me. 
Railroad ing is an ind ispensable part of the 
d istribu tiv e sy stem that is the secret of this 
cou ntry ’s economic flex ibility . Bu t the time 
has been a hand for many y ears v /hen its 
problems will hav e to be giv en as mu ch 
pu blic consid eration as its rates hav e been 
giv en. 


7 T h e Matter Is Bein g 


The U.S. Bu reau of Pu blic Road s mu st 
forgiv e some of u s for wond ering why pu blic 
money mu st be spent in a long stu d y of 
highway safety . 
Althou gh we hav e no d ou bt the stu d y will 
be throu gh and mad e accord ing to ru les of 
scientific inv estigation, with all k ind s of 
statistical tables and charts, we d ou bt seri­ 
ou sly that any thing new will be d iscov ered . 
Bu t find ing something new is not u su ally 
the pu rpose of a stu d y any way . The pu rpose 
is to pin d own to a firm factu al basis what 
alread y hav e been established by observ a­ 
tion. Until this has been d one, so legislators 
can be hit ov er the head with an official 
report, they will not tru st their own ey es and 
ears or believ e what they k now to be tru e in 
their own mind s. 
These things are common k nowled ge abou t 
highway safety : 
1. The greatest single threat to highway 
safety is ex cessiv e speed u nd er circu mstances 
which call for slow and mod erate speed s. 
2. The greatest single cau se of ex cessiv e 
speed and all the other d amfool things that 
d riv ers d o is failu re — and sometimes inabil­ 
ity — to accept social responsibility for op­ 
erating au tomobiles on pu blic highway s. 
3. Hie greatest single cau se of irresponsi- 


bility is lax ity of law and law enforcement 
that inv ites d amfool d riv ers to abu se the 
rights of ot h e r s , becau se pu nishment is 
neither stern enou gh nor su re enou gh. 
4. The greatest single cau se of watered - 
d own traffic laws and traffic law enforce­ 
ment is the wid espread sentiment among 
people who d riv e au tomobiles that the other 
fellow is the one who need s to be held in line. 
This, in tu rn, gets back to failu re to ac­ 
cept social responsibility for operating au to­ 
mobiles. 
We d o not k now what the Bu reau of Pu blic 
Road s will pu t in its official report for the 
sak e of conv incing legislators that they are 
being giv en reliable information. Bu t one 
thing is certain. 
Any official report that d oes not stress the 
responsibility of people who are giv en the 
right to operate au tomobiles will hav e missed 
the point completely . 
The safest au tomobile that can be mad e 
being d riv en on the safest road s that can be 
d esigned is still a potentially lethal weapon 
in the hand s of a d amfool d riv er. Sooner or 
later, he either will k ill himself or someone 
else with it — and u nfortu nately he u su ally 
k ills s o m o n e else while he is k illing 
himself. 


'F reed o m O f Ch o ice Proposal 


One of the issu es Ohioans will get sq u ared 
away on early nex t y ear is the proposal 
to amend their state constitu tion to bar u nion- 
*hop agreements. 
One of the first d etails of the issu e that 
will come u p for d iscu ssion is the propriety 
of referring to the proposal as a ‘‘right to 
work ” amend ment. The u nions say this is a 
misnomer; that the Ohio constitu tion cou ld 
not gu arantee the right to work . 
The u nions are right. 
This shou ld not be called a “right to work ” 
proposal, ev en thou gh that has been the title 
giv en to the proposal in other states. 
It shou ld be called a “freed om of choice” 
proposal, becau se that is what it actu ally 
is. It proposes that no Ohioan shall be forced 
to join a priv ate organization in ord er to 
protect his pu blic right to fu ll and eq u al 
protection as a citizen. 
Unions, themselv es, wou ld be the first to 
protest, as they shou ld , if their members 
were forced to join fraternal organizations, 
pay membership d u es to priv ate clu bs, su b­ 
scribe to the policies of associations, or ev en 
to become enrolled in religiou s or patriotic 
organization as a cond ition of employ ment. 
Freed om of choice is a fu nd amental right 
of citizenship in' the United States. The v ast 
and complex network of priv ate organiza­ 
tions that hav e contribu ted importantly to 
the stru ctu re of American society has been 
created not by compu lsion bu t by free choice. 
In ord er to enlist su pport and carry ou t 
their pu rposes, these organizations hav e had 
to co mmand the respect and enthu siasm 
of their members. If they were u nable to d o 
this, they suffered the conseq u ences. 
Unions hav e nothing to fear from freed om 
of choice now that their right to ex ist and 
to bargain collectiv ely for their members is 
gu aranteed by the Labor-Management Act. 
The only u nions that wou ld be penalized 
by free choice of membership are those 
which cou ld not command su pport on that 
basis. 
If Ohio is going to hav e a showd own on 
this important issu e, the issu e shou ld be 
stated as clearly as posible. 
It is the rig ht to make a free cho ice o f 


membership 
in 
priv ate 
organization« —'to 
strik e a balance between the ad v antages and 
d isad v antages of belonging to a fraternal 
organiztion. 
It goes withou t say ing that, there are both 
good and bad u nions. It goes withou t say ing 
that no U.S. citizen shou ld be mad e to su p­ 
port any u nion u nless it can command a 
work er’s respect. 


Fu e l Fo r Sa fe ty Drive 
Unanimou s approv al of a recommend ation 
for tighter licensing req u irements for au to 
d riv ers by the 400 d elegates to the Presid ent’s 
Committee for Traffic Safety in Washington 
prov id es the fu el for a nationwid e campaign. 
The d elegates agreed there shou ld be state- 
approv ed training classes for applicants and 
that req u irements for licensing shou ld be u ni­ 
form throu ghou t the cou ntry . There was 
agreement that there shou ld be u niform traf­ 
fic laws as well as realistic speed limits on 
major highway s, with strict enforcement of 
the set limits. 
These proposals coincid ed with a report by 
the American Au tomobile Association showing 
that the nu mber of ped estrians k illed in traf­ 
fic had d ropped 38 per cent since 1940 bu t 
non-ped estrian traffic d eaths had risen 42 per 
cent. 


The conference said state and local officials 
cou ld help red u ce these totals by mak ing it 
tou gher to get and k eep a d riv er’s license. 
In a separate report mad e pu blic in Al­ 
bany , Gov . Harriman’s traffic safety commit­ 
tee came u p with two recommend ations for 
New York . 


The first calls for a mand atory 6 0-d ay su s­ 
pension for two speed ing or reck less d riv ing 
conv ictions within 12 months, in ad d ition to 
the present mand atory rev ocation for three 
v iolations in 18 months. 
The other wou ld prov id e for two-y ear pro­ 
bationary licenses for d riv ers regaining li­ 
censes after rev ocation. 
W hik e both o f these sets o f reco mmenda­ 
tions hav e great merit, they do no t so lv e the 
problem. They do pro v ide starting places, and 
good ones at that, fo r state and lo cal o fficials 
to ov erhau l enfo rcement machinery .

WASHINGTON UP — Presid ent 
Eisenhower, at a time when the 
q u ality of his lead ership is u nd er 
criticism at home and abroad , re­ 
cently 
d id 
two 
things 
which 
showed him more passiv e than ac­ 
tiv e. 
One is the way he hand led his 
last TV broad cast: the other, the 
way he hand led the highly secret 
Gaither report on the cond ition of 
the nation’s d efenses. 
When 
he retu rned 
trom 
this 
month’s NATO metting in Paris, 
he d ecid ed he and Secretary of 
State Du lles wou ld report to the 
nation by telev ision on what hap 
pened . 
As it tu rntd ou t, Eisennower 
play ed straight man for Du lles. 
Altnou gh 
Eisenower 
w a s 
at 
NATO and presu mably k new what 
occu rred , Du lles d id almost all te 
talk ing as if he were telling both 
the nation and Eisenhower what 
went on. 
On Nov . 7 a special commission 
of ou tstand ing citizens, appo'nted 
by Eisenhower six months before 
to stu d y d efense problems of this 
cou ntry , mad e a highly secet re­ 
port to him and the National Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil. 
Bu t, 
bit 
by 
bit, 
information 
abou t what the report su pposed ly 
contained has been leak ing ou t. 
And if they are tru e, stories on 
what has leak ed ou t hav e look ed 
frightening. 
This report was named after the 
original chairman of the grou p, 
H. Rowar. Gaither Jr., who had 
to step asid e becau se of illness. 
Other commission mem b e r s 
were scientists, ed u cators, bu si­ 
ness men, former military lead ­ 
ers, and a cou ple of Wall Street 
bank ers who are close friend s of 
Eisenhower. 
Accord ing 
to 
the 
leak s, 
the 
commission went into all phases 
of this cou ntry ’s d efenses and its 
need s—in relation to Ru ssia—and 
then d rew conclu sions and mad e 
recommend ations 
for 
hu ge 
in­ 
creases in d efense spend ing. 
On Dec. 20 the Washington Posf 
pu blished a story on the Gaither 
report in su ch d etail it ind icated 
a Post reporter mu st hav e been 
shown a great d eal, if not all, the 
d ocu ment. 
The lead on that story said : 
“The still top-secret Gaither re­ 
port portray s a United States in 
the grav est d anger in its history . 
It pictu res the nation mov ing in 
frightening cou rse to the statu s 
of a second -rate power.” 
As one leak followed another 
the Gaither report began to tak e 
on nationally somber importance. 
Eischhower himself cou ld hav e 
issu ed a statement on this report, 
either giv ing a brief ou tline of the 
contents and their natu re, calling 
the leak s mislead ing, 
if t h e y 
were, or ad mitting their tru th. 
Instead , 
Eisenhower 
let 
his 
press secretary , James C. Hager- 
ty talk for the ad ministration at 
his Getty sbu rg farm d u ring the 
week end . 
Hagerty d enied reports which 
saad this cou ntry is in immed iate 
peril. He said the cou ntry “ at this 
time” is not in a position of mili­ 
tary weak ness, and the Gaither 
report “say s ju st the opposite.” 
But he did no t say whether the 


report warned that, at the rate 
we re going, we’ll be in terrible 
shape, compared with Ru ssia To 
consid er the fu tu re, he said , wou ld 
be lik e look ing into a cry stal ball. 
Hagerty said the Presid ent will 
giv e his v iews on what the cou n 
try need s to d o ir his state of the 
u nion 
message 
to Congress 
in 
Janu ary .

mind s and energies of the world ’s 
ablest men. To meet these chang­ 
es calls for an u nex ampled spirit 
of d ed ication, for u nd ilu ted effort 
and for a su preme ex ercise of hu ­ 
man imagination. 


YET FOR THE MOST PART we 
are treating these changes as if 
they were some k ind of minor 
tropical storm which will nev er 
reach ou r shores. 
In the Kremlin, men warped 
by ou td ated notions of power and 
its fru its go on bu ild ing great en­ 
gines of war. They may not real­ 
ly want to u se them, bu t they 
clearly want to mak e the world 
tremble before them, and to find 
global conq u est d own this path of 
fear. 
We in the West beliv e, with good 
reason, 
that we hav e no safe 
cou rse bu t to balance this threat, 
to blu nt the Kremlin’s aggressiv e­ 
ness by matching its potential for 
ru m. So we, too. d ev ote ou rselv es 
heav ily to armaments and trea­ 
ties for d efense and aid that helps 
d efense. 
All the while this frantic race 
goes on at accelerating speed , a 
greater race is in progress. In 
America, in Ru ssia, in China, in 
Ind ia and almost ev ery habitable 
-spot on this earth, hu man nu mbers 
soar d izzily . 
INDIA, A NATION TRYING to 
lift itself to higher lev els of liv ­ 
ing. say s frank ly and with no little 
bewild erment: “We’v e got to ru n 
ju st to stand still.” Economic plan­ 
ners barely get the economic base 
raised u p when they find the ad ­ 
v ance offset by new gains in pop­ 
u lation. 
The d ilemma has long afflicted 
Asia. What is staggering is t h e 
scale of growth there now, and the 
fact that ev en wealthy America 
is no longer immu ne to the popu ­ 
lation shock wav e. 
Armaments can hav e no effect 
on this spread ing swarm of hu ­ 
manity , ex cept as pestilence has 
had in earlier times. 
The world need s d isarmament 
not simply so it may av oid war. 
It need s the chance to d ev ote its 
fu ll hu man and phy sical resou rces 
to find ing an end u ring means of 
bringing the world ’s peoples into 
balance with the world they liv e 
in. 
This is an assignment for an 
era, and one that command s pri­ 
ority abov e all other hu man enter­ 
prises, if hu manity is to su rv iv e 
and prosper.

If Presid ent Eisenhower conies 
u p with a recommend ed balanced 
bu d get for nex t y ear he’s in for 
some trou ble with botii the Repu b­ 
licans and Democrats in Congress 
this session. 
The White Hou se has alread y 
said it will ask for an ex tra bil­ 
lion d ollars for this y ear to spu r 
ballistic missile work . It’s report­ 
ed that an ad d itional two billion 
d ollars for more missile d ev elop­ 
ment will be inclu d ed in the 1959 
fiscal y ear money req u ests. A re­ 
q u est is lik ely to be mad e for a 
boost in foreign aid spend ing. And 
a big su m will be ask ed for aid 
to ed u cation. 
This will necessarily mean that 
some d omestic gov ernment 
p r o­ 
grams will hav e to be cu t if there 
is to be a balanced bu d get, which 
is the prospect that Congress d oes 
not lik e to face. 


A 
DEMOCRATIC congressman 
tecs it lik e this: 
“If the Presid ent send s u p a bal­ 
anced bu d get it’ll be a political 
maneu v er. He’ll assu me that Con­ 
gress will not mak e the cu ts on 
d omestic programs which he mu st 
recommend . Bu t he’ll be able to 
blame Democratic control of the 
two hou ses for pu tting the gov ern­ 
ment in the red .” 
Repu blican congressmen d o n’t 
tak e k ind ly to the possibility of 
Ik e send ing u p a balanced bu d get, 
either. Relations between the GOP 
legislators and the White Hou se 
d eteriorated throu gh most of the 
last session. 
The feeling of a lot of Repu b­ 
licans last session was that they 
had poor commu nications with the 
White Hou se and that a lack of 
ad ministration lead ership hamper­ 
ed their work in Congress. Many 
GOP legislators, retu rning to town 
from long v isits to their 
h om e 
states, report sharp and u nfav or­ 
able pu blic reaction to the ad min­ 
istration from the lau nchings of the 
Ru ssian Spu tnik s. 


A REPUBLICAN congressman, 
anticipating a • recommend ed bal- 
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anced bu d get, pu ts it this way , 
“ Hav ing to su pport ad ministra­ 
tion cu ts in v eteran* benefits, the 
farm program or any other d om­ 
estic programs is ju st to sad d le u s 
with an ad d itional hand icap when 
we go to the v oters nex t Nov em­ 
ber.” 
It is reliably reported that tne 
White Hou se will want something 
from the fiv e billion d ollar v eter­ 
an bu d get. Veterans lobbies may 
hav e slipped in importance 
i n 
Washington. 
, 
Bu t recommend ed cu ts in wid ­ 
ows’ pensions, d isability pay ments 
or v eterans hospital care is all 
they need as a rally ing cry To re­ 
gain their old power. 
The 
Repu blicans 
hav e 
h a d 
chronic trou ble with the farmers 
and any recommend ed cu ts in Am­ 
erica’s agricu ltu ral programs will 
ju st mak e it more politically haz­ 
ard ou s for GOP farm-belt solons. 
When y ou get into the rest of 
the fed eral programs, they ’re so 
small by comparison, sav ings in 
them are hard ly worth fooli n g 
with. 


THE DANGERS in the approach­ 
ing session are the v eiled threats 
of both Democrats and Repu blicans 
to “get ev en” with the White Hou se 
for attempting to achiev e a balanc­ 
ed bu d get. This cou ld resu lt 
n 
a!1 sorts of politics and maneu v ­ 
ering, bey ond what u su ally goes 
on d u ring an election y ear. 
Recommend ing an increase in 
tax es is one solu tion to speed ing 
u p the missile program and k eep­ 
ing a balanced bu d get. Bu t Con­ 
gress isn’t enthu siastic abou t this 
one, either. 
Simply agreeing to get into d ef 
icit spend ing to speed u p the mis­ 
sile program wou ld be an easy 
way ou t for the Presid ent. Bu t it’s 
reported that he is ad amant abou t 
try ing to 
maintain 
a 
balanced 
bu d get and still believ es it can be 
achiev ed . 
It is said that this is what he 
meant when he told the pu blic it 
had to “ roll u p its sleev es” after 
his retu rn from Paris.

metabolism by 
freezing him half to d eath before 
the trip began. Then when he ar­ 
riv ed , if he ev er d id . he wou ld 
be in no worse shape than Colu m­ 
bu s was in. He wou ld not k now 
where 
he was 
or how 
he got 
there. 
On the other hand , if he 
d id not arriv e, he wou ld be in no 
cond ition to worry abou t that, ei­ 
ther. 
Or to be blu nt, the space-think ­ 
ers hav e mad e u p their mind s no 
one in his senses is going to go 
to the great bey ond . Two things 
wou ld happen: 
1. A sane person wou ld n’t start. 
2. A sane person cou ld n’t finish. 
The project will req u ire someone 
who liv es on the off-beat, and the 
ty pe that comes to mind is the 
selt-d esroy ing ind iv id u al who in­ 
tend s to ju mp off a brid ge, swal­ 
low something poisonou s, or end it 
all any way . 
There shou ld be enou gh of these, 
if they can be rou nd ed u p d iscreet­ 
ly , to shoot half a d ozen into the 
great bey ond ev ery hou r on the 
hou r, if that ev er becomes d esir­ 
able.

Cooking Hints From 


Top Growing Areas 


As we trav eled through the great 
v egetable and fruit growing areas 
of the United States, we dined at 
the hospitable homes of growers 
frequently. Lots of good food, al­ 
ways lots of v itamin-packed fresh 
v egetables. Sometimes the m e at 
was cooked with the v egetables, a 
time and labor-sav ing method you 
may want to try. 
For pot roast select two or three 
fresh v egetables such as white or 
sweet 
potatoes, 
carrots, onions, 
parsnips, celery (cut in two or 
three-inch pieces) and whole snap 
beans. Cabbage wedges, turnips 
and rutabagas may be added to 
this list also, if desired. 
Leav e the v egetables whole or 
cut them into large pieces. Add 
them to the roasting pot 30-45 min­ 
utes before cooking time is up. 
Howev er, with celery and snap 
beans, add them only 15-20 min­ 
utes before the meat is done. This 
applies to pot roast cooked on top 
of the stov e as well as that cook­ 
ed in the ov en in a cov ered roast­ 
ing pan. 
For tender cuts of meat roast­ 
ed in an open pan, use a slightly 
different method. The best v ege­ 
tables in this case are white and 
sweet 
potatoes, 
carrots, 
onions 
and parsnips. 
They should be peeled and par­ 
boiled 10-15 minutes, then^drained. 
Add to the roastin gpan 45-60 min­ 
utes before the meat will be done. 
At interv als, turn the v egetables 
ov er in the pan 
to 
coat 
with 
meat drippings or baste them with 
drippings. 
Here are two other interesting 
things we learned on our inspec­ 
tion trip: 
1. More potatoes than ev er be­ 
fore are coming to market under 
control» on size, grade and matur­ 
ity imposed under marketing ag 
reements. This means that consum­ 
ers get better quality potatoes, 
while lower grades are div ered 
automatically to starch and liv e­ 
stock feed. 
2. To get better spinach, scien 
tist are experimenting with 
d e- 
termining and changing the sex of 
spinach plants. They also hav e 
dev eloped 
spinach 
of 
sufficient 
height so it can be harv ested by 
machine. It is now common prac­ 
tice to wash spinach in a shower 
of ice water immediately after 
harv est to cool to shipping temper­ 
ature.
